Smeaton wan ‘und ‘Alberta from de- 
layed threshing operations,” and ask- 
ing the Attorney General to state his 
attitude to the matter so that a state- 
ment might be issued to the press 
that “under. the circumstances thresh- 
ing operations may be conducted 
without reasonable fear of prosecu- 
tion.’ 

The Deputy Attorney General wired 
as follows in reply: ‘Have advised 
that no fiat will be granted on com- 
plaint until circumstances fully in- 
vestigated in each case.” 

Without discussing the wleged ac- 
tion of the Minister of the Interior 
looking to'tne suspension of the Lord's 
Day Act, which is w partof the Crim- 
inal Code; [ would make the following 
comments upon the situation, 

1 When the Parliament of Canada 
was considering the Act, it was sug- 
gested thataclause be introduced to 
allow Sunday harvesting in inclement 
weather, ‘This proposal was opposed 
by the western members, led’ by the 
Hon. ‘hos. Greenwey, to a man, be- 
cause, they said, it Would result in au 
open Sunday iu the western harvest 
fields, It was then enasted that each 
incident should be considered on its 
merits whether it came under the ex- 
ceptions relating to works of necessi- 
ty and vercy, The Act thus fully 
provides for all cases of necessity. 

2 The policy of the Attorney Gen- 
eral of Alberta in the past is indicated 
by tne telegram above, namely, to 
carefully investigate all cases before 
tuking action; and this policy will 
not be changed this season, With 
this policy the Lord’s Day Alliance 
fully concurs. Sunday threshers will 
still be liable to action under the Act 
unless they can establish that there 
was ancecessity. The burden of prcot 
rests upon the offendor. 

3 The Alliance has always shown a 
willingness to hear the farmer's side 
of the question and has taken great 
pains to try to determine to what ex- 
tent harvesting ahd threshing on 
Sunday are “necessary.” We find 
that w very large number of the farm. 
ers of Alberta varely find Sunday 
work necessary, and that such work 
is usually confined to newcomers in 
the country. I shall be glad to have 
letters from farmers upon the ques- 
tion giving their views us to Sunday 
work during the harvest season, and 
will advise the Attorney General 
accordingly. \

The 
proportion of copper sulphate used in 
the ponds at Kew Gardens, London, 
England, is ona part to from 750,000 to 
1,000,C00 parts of water. Sulphate of 
copper in a pulverized state is placed 
in a porous bag and dragged through 
the water until dissolved.

th: some animals inthe autumn. It 
would thus seem advisable, when the 
ground freezes, to lay aside, as it 
were, for the winter, all horses which 
sre not absolutely required and to 
feed them as cheaply ar possible withe 
out impairing their future weefuloess

DETAILS ESSENTIAL TO SUC.. 
CESS—If horses due to a bard seas- 
on’s work, are in low condition, they 
should be fed up to their normal 
weight before being left aside for the 
winter, and enough exercise should 
be allowed duving that period to pre- 
vent stocking. Another good thing 
isto give a purgative so as to clean 
ont the system before the Jong rest. 
One should also remember that some 
animals are more restless than others 
and dissipate more energy, which 
means that more food will be required, 
so that the aboye mentioned quanti. 
ties should be increased or decreased 
slightly, according lo cireumstances, 

NOTES ON DIL FEREN I ROUGH- 
AGES—Mixed hay, for this purpose, 
can he of any grass or weed which 
horses will eat, must not be mouldy 
or musty, and should not be worth 
more than hall of timothy, Roots 
may be carrots, mangele or swedes, 
though the first ave always liked, and 
the two latter are sometimes refused 
at first, Which requires skill on the 
part of the feeder to have enough 
eaten: if roots are not given, bran 
should form part of the ration, as 
animals at vest will soon get costive 
and will not thrive very well on dry 
roughages alone, Oat straw should 
be used, as itismore palatable than 
other sorts, 

HOW TO FEED—It- would prob- 
ably ba well to chalf at least: half the 
hay and straw, but as the idea is to 
lower expenses, there seems no doubt 
that the cogt of cutting these rough- 
ages would le greater than that of 
the extra feed necessary to supply the 
energy used in masticating them. 
The roots were sliced, most of the 
time, for the experiments, and it 
seems better to give them thus, 
though it is not absolutely necessary, 
as long as they ave not of such size as 
to be swallowed whole, when there 
my be danger of choking, 

WHEN TO FRED—It was noticed 
at Cap Rouge that the legs of horses 
keptin box stails, and fed as previous- 
ly deserited, did not stock up.

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Winning of War Is More 

Important Than Triumph 
of Any Party 


Ottawa, Nov. 16--Speaking at a dinner 
held tonight at the Chateau Laurier in con. 
nection with a convention of castern On- 
tario Liberala, Sir Wilfrid Lauricr aaid that 
it had always besn his aim and gndeaver 
to unite the different racas in Canada, Hea 
hoped that it could at feaet he anid in the 
futura that he hod onsned the wey fer a 
untied Ganadar Upan the patiey of a 
united Ganads the Liberile wer in 1886 
aad for !§ years governed the country inn 
way which weuld be lsd remembered, 
Defent tame tn 1911 by & coalition of an.

Conservative party, The objctt of the 
convention, he said, was to foster Liberal 
principles and policies which are essential 
to the welfare of the country. 

Referring to the war Sir Wilfrid said

War measures introduced 
by the government had been given loyal 
support... Thereshad: been. opposition only 
when the proposals of the government 
could not be reasonably supported.

tish goods, a policy which he said was 
both an error and a crime. This acticn 
was contributing to the soaring prices of 
commoditics. The government might he 
compelled to revise their policy in this 
respect. If they did not it would be so 
much the worse for the government and 
the country, Sir Wilfred justified the atti- 
tude of the Liberals in insisting on an in- 
quiry into war contracts on the score thal 
there had‘ been waste where the most 
tigid economy should have beer exercised. 
The fuse inquiry showed that big profits 
had been made. One J. Wesley Allison 
had been able to give largess which }:ings 
and emperors had seldom dreamed of. It 
was not often that a simple lady typewriter 
could be given a tip of $100,000. 

Touching on the Borden-Hughes cor- 
respondence Sir Wilfrid said that it show. 
ed that from the start there had been jar- 
ring disputations and quarrels in the gov- 
erament. It showed that not at any time 
had there been a firm hand at the helm. 
Under such circumstances it was folly fcr 
the Canadian people to expect efficiency: 

There had been complaints from the 
front of lack of equipment and that Care- 
dians had died because they were not 
properly armed. The correspondence be- 
tween Sir Robert and his 
proved to be justification for these charges. 

Sir Wilfrid said there was no truth in 
the charges that he had not done his duty 
in regard to recruiting. He had done huis 
duty in the past and would continue to do 
it in the future. The only thing that real- 
ly mattered, he said, was the winning of 
e war. That was more important than 
the triumph of any political party. 


THE NICKEL QUESTION 

Turning to the nickel question, Sir Wil- 
frid said that the government should take 
steps to make it absolutely certain that 
Canadian nickel is not finding its way into 
Germany, 

It had been announced, Sir Wilfrid caid, 
by Hon. ALE. Kemp and by Hon. Arthur 
Meighen that parliament is to be asked for 
an extension of time and that in the event 
ofa refusal the responsibility would be 
placed on the Liberal party and hims:lf. 

“Lam not afraid of responsibility,” said 
the Liberal leader. “I have taken it upon 
many occasions, but always having in view 
the welfare of Canada. The question of 
responsibility has no terror fer me, but we’ 
shall await the proposals of the govern- 
ment; we shall see ‘the arguments’ they 
put forth and then we will be equal to the
